All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same.

Independent claim 14 would have to be amended as follows: 
14 (Amended). Operating head for automatic machine tools, including: 

a first support (3), fitted so that [it] the first support can rotate around a first axis (C) on a 
structure which moves along a set of three Cartesian axes; 

a second support (16), fitted to the said first support (3) in such a way that [it] the second 
support can rotate around [an] a second axis (A) [orthogonal to the previous one]; 

an interchangeable chuck unit, fitted to project from the said [rotating] second support 

(16), 

[a power transmission system (6, 7, 8, 9, 10) with a coupling for connection to a drive 
(12) connected to a chuck mounted on the said chuck unit (5),] 
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[and is fitted with] means (18, 19) designed to control the rotation of the said [rotating] 
second support (16) around the said second axis (A), 

and means (30) designed to lock the said second support (16) [during rotation] in a 
rotated position, wherein said means designed to lock the second support in the rotated position 
includes a chamber having walls made of a deformable material fitted around the second support, 
which chamber is connected to means designed to introduce a pressurized fluid into the chamber 
to thereby deform the chamber walls and lock the second support in the rotated position .
